The Es- 
kimo gambols rudely in his furs; in the 
sun-blistered tropics the native pirouettes to 
the tom-tom ; the American Indian, the wild- 
est of Filipino tribes, the yellow men of | 
Malay Islands, all have certain forms of bod- 
| ily contortions set to music as wild as the 
S dances themselves, which are in as high favor 
‘mong them as is the cotillon at Newport. 


Com mercia! 


GCETRY of motion, according to the American 
European standard, is not expressed in the weird 
gandroung dance of the Malay Archipelago, and 
yet the girls who perform the dance are 2lways 

surrounded by a silent and appreciative crowd of spec- 
tators. 

Very curious ia the costume of this performer. From 
hipe to armes the body is laced tightly in a banded cor- 
sage, below which fall the ample folds of a brightly hued 
skirt: a highly ornamental cape covers the shoulders, 
and a heavy headpiece, composed largely of metal, ts 
worn. 

The arms, free, are waved in harmony with the dance, 
which consists principally of bodily motions and contor- 
tions, the feet being moved but little 

Gandroung dancers are -usually found about the mar- 
ket places, and muste for them ts furnished by an ovr- 
“chestra of’ half a dozen or more pleces, drums and a sort 
of xylophone making moet of the noise—to the untrained 
ear it is simply noise. 

Hula-hula giris of fhe Hawatian Islands rank among 
the most fantastic dancers of the world. In firmer 
years bands of suck maidens were among the poder 
— of the Kinge and chiefs, and danced before those 
cMebrities in henner of their gods« 

Some of the prettiest girls of the islands were among 
the band that belonged te the court of Kalakaua. No 
wedding or funeral could pass off with appropriate com 
pletenesy without the hula-hula dance. At present such 
dances are given in public principally for the sake of 
inducing mongy from tourists. 

Alth ut attire e never sufficient to encumber 
free moveme the hulea-hula girl does not move her 
feet. She turns and twists her body from side to side: 
bends it backward and torward, expressing the senti- 
ments of the oceation with gestures of the arms and 
movements af the head. 

The dancing costume consists of a skirt of gras 
reaching to the knees, and a low-neck, loose bodice, made 
without sleeves. Sometimes only the pau ik worn—a 
loose garment formed of kapa cloth, about four yards 
long and ene’ yard wide, wrapped around the waist and 
permitted to drape below the knees. 

About the ankles are buskins of dogsekin. The arms 
are adorned with bracelets of the teeth of dogs or w 
Wreaths of flowers deck the head, and long flora! gar 
are hung over the shoulfers 

Maori maitens of New Zealand give dances period. 
ically in hener of poi, one of the staples of feod among 
them. Such celebrations occur in the open space before 
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therr tempies, and the usual aim is to have only the 
prettiest girls of the tribes take part. 

They decorate their hair with feathers, and over their 
skirts wear encircling aprons of long grass. The prin- 
cipal feature of the dance is a stately parade in meas- 
ured tread, the hands of each dancer resting upon the 
hipe as she moves demurely along. 

A number of queer dances are to be seen by visitors 
to the various Filipino tribes. One, known as the shield 
dance, is participated in by men alone. The performers 
wear their gayest attire, are armed and prance about 
each other in hostile 2 using their strange- 
looking shields both to vey an idea of their readiness 
of defense and to keep time to weird music. 

Rather ludicrous are the costume effects to be ob- 
served at a dance among the members of the Tinginani 
tribe. A turban and a white coat include about all the 
costume of the men; the women are barefoot, clad in a 
single long robe, with strings of beads wra about 
their heads. The dancers hold squares of 
them ag they move about, giving what are probably in- 
i-nded to be coquettish flourtehes at each other. 

In kgypt and other Mohammedan countries travelers 
re sometimes entertained by whirling dervishes.

Below will be found the substance of 
a recent decision by the Supreme Court 
of Louisiana, which has heretofore 
been mentioned in these columns, It 
relates to the question of employers’ re- 
Iking | sponsfbility for accidents to employés, 
and establishes what appears to be 4 
sound principle of law, to the effect 
-| that where employés inaist upon seiect- 
ing the men to be employed, the em- 
ployer is not Mable for any injury that 
may result to a workman from the neg- 
ligence of other workmen. The Central 
Law Journal of St. Louls, for May 14, 
reports the case as follows: 

New conditions require new applica- 
tions of old rules of law to meet them 
and in no other age of the world have 
new conditions arisen with such fre- 
quency or courts been compelled to 
face so many changing conditions for 
which, so far as regards the applica- 
tion of principles of law thereto, there 
is absolutely no precedent. Many of 
these new and perplexing situations 
have followed the organization and suc- 
cessful propagandism of labor organi- 
zations, whose sudden rise to almost 
omnipotent power in the commercial 
world has been productive of many in- 
teresting questions of law, not the 
least important of which is that pre- 
sented by the recent case of Farmer v. 
Kearney, 39 So. Rep. 967, wherein it 
was held by the Supreme Court of Lou- 
isiana, that where the servants of a 
master belong to a labor union and 
such union insists upon selecting the 
men which the master must employ, the 
master is not liable for any Injury that 
may result from 8 other

A Grand Rapids jobbing house was 
once boycotted because it insisted on 
buying cigars of a manufacturer who 
bought milk of a man who kept cows 
and who placed on the horns of those 
cows brass knobs which were manu 
factured in a non-union factory. It 
is needless to state that the jobber 
still lives and is able to indulge in 
three meals a day. A certain Grand 
Rapids cigar manufacturer was boy- 
cotted, the interdict being announced 
on a certain labor day. Before the 
stores closed that day there was not 
a cigar of the boycotted brand to be 
found in the town. Apparently every 
union man who had worn a boycott

That two bales of cotton, as is custom- 
ary, were hoisted by said derrick and 
lowered into the hold at one and the 
same time. That the bight of the sling 
that took hold of the cotton and low- 
ered into the hold of the vessel was en- 
tirely too long, and the bale of cotton 
which struck petitioner was loosened 
and fell out of the sling.” 
THE DEFENSE. 

“The defendent entered the unusual 
defense to the petition in this case that 
the plaintiff belonged to a labor union 
which dictated the selection of the fore- 
man and of the personnel of the gang 
working under the foreman, and that 
such being the case he should not be 
held liable for any injuries resulting 
from the negligence elther of the fore- 
man or the fellow servants of the 
pliantiff. The brief of defendant's at- 
torenys, Miller, Dufour 4 Dufour of 
New Orleans, contains a full review of 
the evidence offered on this very inter- 
esting point. The learned attorneys for 
the defendant, say: It is evident that 
the commerce of the port of New 
Orleans is handled by two associations 
—the Longshoremen'’s Benevolent As- 
sociation, which handles cotton up te 
the time that the sling is attached to 
the hoist, and the Screwmen'’s Associa- 
tion, which handles it from that time 
until it reaches the hold of the ship. 
These two associations control abso- 
lutely the commerce of the port, form- 
ing together what is known as the 
‘Dock and Cotton Council,’ end enfore- 
ing the rules of this council by boycott 
or strike. The Screwmen's Association 
refuses to take cotton from anybody 
but members of the Longshoremen’s 
Association, and the Longshoremen's 
Association refuses to deliver the cot- 
ton to anybody but members of the 
Screwmen's Association. The stevedore 
does not, and is not allowed to come 
in contact with the individual. He can- 
not employ the individual, but must 
employ an entire gang, which is made 
up qf members of this association 
among themselves, and to which they 
designate one of themselves as foreman.

OSTAGE ON FOREIGN LETTERS. 


Congress which recently assembled at 
Berne, Switzerland, did not accomplish 
all things anticipated from it, yet it 
effected two very important reforms. 
A means has been devised of meeting 
the long-felt need of an international 
postage stamp,and the unit of weight 
for féreign letters has been doubled, 
while the charges over and above the 
first unit have been reduced. These 
valuable concessions to the public have 
only to be examined to be appreciated. 
In the matter of the international 
postage stamp, it has been decided that 
the t bureau at Berne will 
issue to all countries a form of coupon 
that may be purchased at every post- 
office for 5 cents or the equivalent of 
this sum. Such a coupon will be 
changed at any postoffice for the 6-cent 
stamp of the country w the ex- 
change is made. In this way a drm, 
say, in the United States, addressing a 
letter to a correspondent in England, 
not in regular business communication, 
but from whom a reply is desired, will 
forward a coupon, the equivalent of 
the British postage stamp that will 
bring back the answer. The coupon, no 
doubt, will also prove handy in remit- 
ting abroad the price of a newspaper 
or some such commodity of trifling 
cost. 

The doubling of the unit of weight 
for letters to be sent abroad is an even 
more important benefit to the commer- 
celal world. Henceforth 56 cents postage 
will carry a letter weighing one ounce, 
fostead of half an ounce, as hereto- 
fore, from the United States to any 
foreign country. Furthermore, for 
each ounce after the firet ounce only 
an additional postage of 3 cents will 
be required. Today a four-ounce letter 
going from the United States to Eng- 
land requires stamps up to the value 
of % cents; when the reform is in op- 
eration 14 cents will convey the missive 
to its destination. For firms conduct- 
ing a large foreign correspondence this 
reduced scale of charges will mean a 
very considerable annual saving in

change is certain to come at the next 
assembly of the conference, three years 
hence.

The United 
States has already such agreements 
with its neighbors to the north and to 
the south, Canada and Mexico. It is 
reported that a cent postage with 
Great Britain and her colonies, this 
rate having been already established 
throughout the British empire, is likely 
to result In the near future. This 
would put all the English 
countries throughout the world in 
cheap postal communication with each 
other,and would practically force at 
least Germany and France, for com- 
mercial reasons, to fall into line long 
before the date of the next interna- 
tional postal congress.

HE GROWING CROP FACTOR. 

The most important factor in the 
prosperity of the coming year lies in 
the great crops of the United States. 
The principal ones are four in number: 
corn, wheat, cotton, and cattle. All 
the crops of the United States during 
the past five years were unusually 
abundant, and at the same time the 
prices were either good or unusually 
good. It tf at this moment a little 
early to forecast anything very defi- 
nitely about crop conditions. All that 
can be said is that, in a general way, 
the outlook is not so good as it was 
at the same date during the past sev- 
eral years. 

Taking these crops up in the reverse 
order brings cattle to the front. The 
weather is not the influence jeopardis- 
ing this great industry at the moment. 
It is the revelations made as fo the 
conditions prevailing in the great 
packing-houses which have startled 
the world which threatens the pros- 
perity of the cattle growers. Indeed, 
the word cattle should be extended 
inte the phrase live stock, for all do- 
mestic animals used in the packing- 
houses will share in this general dis- 
turbance. There is a loud outcry at 
the present moment aimed directly at 
the President for making public the 
reports of the commission appointed to 
inquire into the conditions in the pack- 
ing-houses. This cry comes, not only 
from the packers, but from the stock 
raisers. Of course it is the case of the 
hog that is the hardest hit that makes 
the loudest squeal, but any outcry 
against the President has no founda- 
tion under it except selfishness. The 
revelations made are not of the Pres- 
ident’s making. They are to be placed 
squarely upon the shoulders of the men 
who have either permitted or created 
the horrible conditions prevailing In 
the packing of food stuffs. The health 
of the human race in a large measure 
depended tpon this exposure. and the 
reformation that must result from It. 
t is much to be regretted that the 
innocent stock rafsers must suffer with 
the guilty packers. That it will reduce 
materially the price of cattle, hogs 
and sheep is a thing to be fairly 
looked for. It will probably not last 
long. Even facts so sensational as 
those in reference td the packing of 
meats are soon forgotten, and when 
the public generally is made to under- 
stand that a radical change has been 


As to cotton, we know two things 
about the growing crop. The acreage 
is something over 27,000,000 acres, an 
increase of about a million acres over 
that of last year. But the condition 
of the crop ts by no means satisfac- 
tory. In same parts of the fleld it has 
suffered from Grought, in other parts 
from excessive rains. The crop of last 
year was somewhere about 10,000,000 
bales, 3,000,000 less than the biggest yet 
produced, which was three years ago. 
But this year the price has been con- 
siderably higher during the most of 
the marketing of the crop than it was 
the year of that bumper production, 
and the amount of money received 
from the sale of the smaller crop was 
greater than that received from the 
sale of the greater crop. With less ex- 
pense in gathering and handling, the 
net increase to the growers was very 
considerable. 

There is a good deal of contention as 
to the condition of the winter wheat 
crop. It is pretty generally conceded, 
however, that it is not what it should 
be. Five States along the Ohio River 
into Western Kansas last year pro- 
duced a crop of 178,000,000 bushels, or 
% per cent. of the total crop of the 
Tnited States. This year the condil-

MOUNTAINS AROUND TUCSON 
WITH CAMPS.

Extensive Development of Copper 
Properties in Silver Bell District. 
Eastern Capital Heavily Interested 
in the Twin Buttes Mines—New 
System of Smelting to Be Tested. 


TUCSON (Aru) June 7.—A year has 
made a marvelous change in the min- 
ing outicok in Pima county. There is 
not a mountain range within a radius 
of seventy-five miles of Tucson that is 
not dotted with mining camps, and 
while it ts true that the camps are in 
most instances small and that work 
ia being done with small forces, neu- 
ertheless this county is looming up in 
a way that is surprising even to old- 
timers. 


For more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury prospectors have been wandering 
about the Pima county district, but it 
is only within recent years that there 
has been a general development of the 
country. Nearly all the companies are 
reliable and none of them seem anxi- 
ous to float their stock until they de- 
termine the kind of prospect they 
have. 
The biggest mine in this county Is 
the Imperial at Silver Bell, which ‘ls 
owned by the Imperial Copper Com- 
pany. This mine has been much heard 
of in connection with suits growing out 
of ite sale, in which, however, the Im- 
perial company has been in no way 
mixed up. It was purchased by this 
company for $650,000 and has proven & 
good producer. The company has been 
making big copper shipments and wil.

The G enheim policy is to open up 
new, big, w-grade deposits, and the 
only known large deposits of copper- 
bearing ores lie in the prophyry belts 
at Bingham, Utah and Ely, Nev. 

The Guggenheims also have large 
copper interests in Alaska. They are 
already preparing to build a smelter in 
that country.

The Russian government not only falls to protect the 
Jewish portion of the population, but it has deprived it 
of almost all the advantages of citizenship. In the first 
place, the right of residence is Umited to a zone con- 
sisting of n few provinces, which is called the Pale. 
The right of residence anywhere else in Russia is al- 
owe only to those Jews who are graduates from 4 
university, or those who pay a merchant's tax of $750 
a year. This tax must first be paid in a province for 
five years before the Jew may live wherever he pleases 
by paying the same. It le sald that thousands of fami- 


lies pay thie tax to the government when their income 
is really little more then what it amounts to, simply 
to enjoy that freedom of movement which is so cher- 


taken to the front as surgeons, but no matter how good 
their record none of these men were officially recog- 
nized, and those of them who were disabled while in 
the service of the country were afterward dismissed 
without pensions.

The staple article of diet on the Pampas is carne asado. 
This is usually a leg of mutton that has been scorched 
to a cinder on the outside and left raw in the middle. f 
tastes better than it looks, and the principal duty of the 
gaucho's knife is to cyt off his hunk of carne. Things go 
on all right as long as he only cuts off his own share. 
but if he cuts away a bit of another man's carne there 
is usually trouble. This is particularly the case when, 
as often happens, the meat cut into is an integral part of 
the other man’s anatomy. The result of one of these 
little “pound of flesh” disputes is a mix-up worth going 
miles to see, if for no other reason on account of the

really remarkable display of knife work that is sure to 


follow. From a humanitarian standpoint the contest has 
no points; it is too terribly in earnest to be barren of 
results, like a French duel, and, as no one ever thinks of 
interfering, there is usually a pronounced case of vivi- 
section left over as a souvenir of the affair. 

It has not been my lot to witness a knife duel between 
two of these past masters of the art of meat carving, 
though my friends all assure me that it is ordinarily 
more trouble to miss than meet them when in “camp.” 
About the docks and in the water-front section of Buenos 
Aires I have chanced upon affrays innumerable in which 
the knife was an important factor. Such affairs, in fact, 
are hard to avoid by one who frequents the streets of 
any parts of the capital to any extent, both on account 
of their frequency and the fact that the Argentine law 
requires that any person who meets a violent death shall 
not be touched by anybody until a police board, or some 
such body, has convened in solemn session over the body 
and determined, to their own satisfaction, how it all 
happened. I may state here, also, that a law akin to 
this applies to the case of persons injured by accident, 
one touching or endeavoring to minister to such before 
the arrival of the police, laying himself liable to arrest 
and a considerable fine. These rulings may have points 
in their favor, but certainly not enough to compensate 
for their cruelty and inhumanity. 

What I want to say is that the facon in the hand of 
a Buenos Ayres peon is as a meat ax to a rapier compared 
to the same weapon in the hands of a gaucho of the 
Pampas. Though I failed to see a genuine, dead-in-earn- 
est fight to a finish between two of these knife experts, 
often—night after night, in fact, when work is over, it 
is their principal diversion—I saw them pair off and 
fight one another to a standstill with all the fury of the 
real thing, except that the knives remained sheathed in 
order to prevent serious injury. I was told repeatedly 
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two, the latter is the more popular—with the giver, of 
course, I mean. The result of a below-the-belt cut or 
thrust is not a pretty thing to look at by any means, but 
from the point of effectiveness it is decidedly the best 
stroke in the game. It is very easy to speak of stabe 
bing a man to the heart, but to actually do it, particu- 
larly with a broad-bladed knife, or anything, in fact, 
but a thin stiletto or rapier, is quite a different matter. 
Steel blades and bones do not mix any better than oil 
and water, and it takes a very strong man to drive 3 
knife through another man’s ribs. The ribs are placed 
where and as they are as an armor to protect the heart 
and lungs. Your real knife man—I mean the man who 
fights for his life with a knife, unhampered by tradition 
or convention—recognizes this fact; hence it is that the 
gaucho thrust downward instead of upward, and that the 
result of a postmortem on a dead gaucho will usually 
show that death came as a result of the solution of the 
continuity of a greater or lesser part of his digestive ap- 
paratus. 


The knife in some form or other has been, and prob- 
ably still is, the most universally used weapon of offense 
and defense in the world. I have no liking for the cold 
steel for other than domestic purposes myself, and I am 
discussing it here only as regards its use as a weapon 
from the utilitarian standpoint, and with no considera- 
tion whatever of the humanitarian or ethical side of thé 


that the anger and jealousy aroused in these friendly 
contests more often than not lead to bloodshed. I am 
somewhat in doubt as to the truth of this statement, | 
however, for the scores of fights of this kind that I saw 
were as clean cases of give-and-take in the proper spirit 
as I have ever seen in boxing, fencing or wrestling con- 
tests at home or anywhere else. 

Whether the bout be friendly or for blood, the method 
of procedure is much the same. The men face each other 
with their knives in their right hands and their closely- 
folded ponchos thrown across their left forearms. In ac- 
tion the knives are usually held with the points inclined 
downward, rather than in the position shown in the 
somewhat stimy-posed photograph accompanying this 
article. Fach man keeps his weapon constantly in mo- 
tion in order to deceive his opponent as to the exact 


question. A number of the races of the world today use 
the knife with more or lees skill, and the most expert of 
these, as far as I can learn, invariably meline to the 
gaucho’s method of striking at the abdomen, when en- 
gaged in life-and-death conflict. This was true of the 
Japanese when the old samurai did their fighting with a 
big sword and a dagger, and the belief of the nation In 
the efficacy of the old methods is evidenced today in the 


survival of hari-kari or stomach ripping. The Ghoorkag 
and other wild tribes of the Indian frontier also work | 
in this manner, vide Kipling’s: 
“The stench of the marshes, the raw, piercing smell 
When the underhand stabbing cut silenced the yell.’

It appears that there was a certain young woman 
among his expected guests on whom the newly-fledged 
engineer was particularily desirous of making an impres- 
sion, and to this end, on the morning of the big day, he 
set about doing the best he knew in the matter of a 
toilet. Not having a mirror on hand to assist in the 
work of greasing and curling his hair and beard, he 
looked about for a substitute, and his evil genius di- 
rected his eyes to the shining dial of the steam gauge of 
the threshing-machine engine. The story of what fol- 
lowed was brought out by the court of investigation con- 
vened in Santa Rosa de Toay to fix the responsibility for 
the killing of fifteen people, and the serious wounding 
of twenty-three others, by the explosion of the boiler 
of a motor de trilladora. 

It appears that the young engineer, not able to fix his 
image to his satisfaction in the dial of the steam gauge 
when the latter was in place, unscrewed that important 
bit of mechanism and hung it up against the side of his 
bunk wagon.

Except “behind his knife,” the gaucho is, perhaps, at 


his best at a dance. The knife, of course, goes with him 
Beyond the mystic borderland of time, 


to the dance, and he occasionally gets behind it, but as 
it is a point of honor not to fight under a friend's roof 
these little side issues rarely mar the pleasure of the 
dance proper. If there is a dispute, and two men go out 
and only one returns, it is also a point of honor observed 
by both host and guests to make no allusion to the appar- 
ent lack of interest, on the part of the missing man, in 
the evening’s subsequent proceedings. 

These “camp” dances are more or less elaborate affairs 
according to the pretensions of the houses that give 
them, and as a general rule I found the best fun in the 
roughest surroundings. On entering the house where the 
dance is being held, you are ushered at once to the 
kitchen—there will often be only two rooms in a house— 
where you will find the rest of the guests sitting about 
drinking maté. You shake hands with the heads of the 
family, nod to the rest, and take your place in the ring 
about the maté pot to await developments. If there is a 
chair in the house it will be given to you in deference to 
the “distinguido” position the family believe you to oc- 
cupy in the world of affairs, as outlined by your Argen- 
tine friend and sponsor in soliciting your invitation. If 
there is no chair, you get the broadest and smoothest 
horses skull to sit upon, or, if you prefer, a blanket. I 
like the blanket myself, for it gives you room to stretch 
your legs out. A man with stiff knees, among a people 
who do not have chairs, is worse handicapped than a 
horse in like condition in a steeplechase. 

The girls present, you will observe, are robustly-de- 
yeloped, stralght- backed, young persons, who carry them- 
selves with the easy grace of a lady lion, and who meet 
your eyes with less of insolence, but with all the assur- 
ance of the hot-house beauties of Buenos Ayres. They 
are dressed neatly in dresses that cover them from shoul- 
der to shoe top, and have a lot of funny fixings on them 
that you will not be able to describe. The men are 
of the gaucho type, and brave in all the splendor of their 
best ponchos, chiripas and a lot of other technical and 
untransiatable finery. The chiripa is like a poncho with- 
out the hole in it, and does about the same service for the 
legs as the latter does for the shoulders. All wear loose, 
half-top boots, a gaudy handkerchief about the neck, an 
extremely broad-brimmed felt hat on the head, and, 
crowning feature of Al, around the waist a huge foot- 
wide belt, called a tirador. This unique affair may have 
anywhere from four to a dozen pockets or bags sewed in 
or onto it, as well as a sheath for knife and a holster for 
a revolver. Those worn at dances are often decorated 
with embroidery or silver work.

NoreD AUTHOR TELLS OF TIGHTEST 


PLace He Ever Was IN. 
By a Special Contributor. 

T is is a very curious fact, and one worth more than 

passing notice, that adventures are not always to the 

adventurous. Adventures often fall to the lot of 
those prosaic persons like myself, who having a very 
‘strong desire 0 lead an entirely quiet and humdrum life 
constantly find themselves driven by the force of cir- 
cumstances into tight places and conditions of romantic 
adventure much against their desire. Of course I must 
admit that one’s early environment has much to do with 
this distaste for adventure or the reverse. In my Own 
case for the first eight or nine years of my existence T 
was reared almost like a little girl by an elderly maiden 
aunt, and indeed I wore petticoats until I was six. If 
ever a male child led the sheltered life, I did, and conse- 
quently upon emerging from that quiet vale into a flerce 
struggle for life, I was entirely unready for it, and al- 
though I have had a large helping of adventures, I can 
honestly say that they were none of my seeking, nor did 
I ever have that wild joy in them which I have so often 
read of ethers possessing. 
Like a Rat in a Trap. 


Now with regard to the tightest place I ever was in, 
| have my own opinion which may not coincide with 
those of my readers, but I propose giving a few of the 
most strange and thrilling of my adventures so that 
they can take their own choice. Putting mine own spe- 
cla] fancy in its rightful place, I consider, first in point 
of importance and danger an adventure I had when quite 
a boy. When about ten years of age I obtained a situ- 
ation as errand boy to an oil man in Goldborne Road, 
North Kensington (we called it Kensal New Town then), 
and in the course of my duties had often to travel bear- 
ing heavy loads for what to me were immense dis- 
tances, say even as far as Shoreditch. I never received 
any money for traveling, ‘twas not in the bond. But 
the Metropolitan Railway had just been opened, and I 
speedily discovered a way of riding free from and to 
Westbourne Park Station to the city.

Huge strata of colored | 
rocks give an effect not unlike that secured in the 
Grand Canon of Arizona, only on a smaller scale of 
course. The great abutments of the Augusta extend for 
hundreds of feet into the cafon on either side and then 
comes an almost perfect arch, crowned by a thick cap 
of sandstone. The grays and pinks of the bridge are 
brought out by the green of the clinging moss, and the 
combination of colors, especially at sunset or sunrise, 
would keep an artist enthusiastically at work for months.

ruins and mammoth caves to be found in San Juan 
county.

At Sandy Hook the ocean is making land instead of de- 
stroying it. A survey of the “Hook” made by George 
Keith, surveyor-general of Bast Jersey in 1685, now in 
possession of the authorities, shows that the cape known 
as “Sandy Hook” comprised only about one-quarter of 


te area a recent government survey gave it. The Sandy 


Hook lighthouse, when it was erected in 1764, was placed 
near the end of the point. Since then the hook has in- 
creased so much in area that the end of the point is now 


a mile to the north. 


The growth of this part of the State is said to be due 
to the dividing of an ocean current opposite Long 
Branch. One part of the current turns in toward the 
shore, strikes the bluffs, tears away the sand and then 
passes to the north, bearing. with it débris which it de- 
posits at Sandy Hook. The other branch goes south. 
The highlands bordering Sandy Hook Bay and Sandy 
Hook used to be connected by a narrow isthmus. But in 
1778 this connection was torn aside by the waves, giving 
the Navesink River a free outlet into the Lower Bay. 
The water has cut through the neck of the hook itself 
several times. | 
From a point about one and one-half miles north of 
the highlands of Navesink to about one mile south, the 
beach has been washed away and then remade many 
times since Monmouth county was settled. The stretch 
between the ocean on the east and the Shrews- 
ver the west is only fifty feet across in its

At Seabright records of ocean devastation since 1865 
show that the shore has been worn away at least 250 feet, 
and at Monmouth Beach the wear and tear has been from 
five to ten feet a year. 

Just north of Long Branch cottages have been built 


so close to the water that the foundations rest on piling, | 


and at high tide the waves rush in under the first story 
floors. More than once a severe storm has washed away 
large sections of the front yards of some of these cot- 
tagers. More damage would have been done had it not 
been for the jetties and bulkheads. 

Dangerously located as these cottages are, they are 
really safer than if they were built upon a cliff over- 
hanging the sea. The wearing process of the water at 
the base of a cliff is not always perceptible except upon 
close ‘scrutiny, and when the waves do reclaim their own 
they act without giving any warning. 

From Monmouth Beach sonth to a point below Long 
Branch the beach is nothing more than a narrow strip 
of sand with bluffs to the west that every year are found 
closer to the sea. It is said that years ago the bluffs at 


resort, was built in 1850 at low-water mark. The 
beach adjoining the beacon is low and shelving, and is 
being added to every year. Now the lighthouse which 
stood on the water’s edge is blocks back from the ocean. 

Comparison of maps of Cape May county 100 years 
ago with those of today show that the shore has receded 
three-quarters of a mile. The site of Cape May's first 
boarding-house was long ago engulfed. 

The waters of Delaware Bay are also tearing away the 
southwestern edge of New Jersey. In the seventeenth 
century Town Bank, the first settlement in that part of - 
the State, was founded. It was built on the shore at 
about the same latitude as Cape May Courthouse. The 
village looked out upon the bay, and back of the village 
was the burying place. Long ago both disappeared. 

The shores of Chesapeake Bay are undergoing some 
changes similar to those to be noticed in New Jersey. 
All along Chesapeake Bay, as well as the southern part 
of the New Jersey coast, the manufacture of shingles 
from submerged cedar trees is an important industry. 
The buried timber is found in the low-lying salt marshes, 
and includes cedar, liquidambar and magnolia logs, 
sound and whole. Some are found deep down in the 
ooze; others lie near the surface with branches protrud- 
ing. In the Great Cedar Swamp, in New Jersey, the logs 
often reach a diameter of seven feet. All along the New 
Jersey coast from Raritan Bay to Cape May, and on the 
Virginia and Carolina shores these timber-filled salt 
marshes exist. 

The recession of the Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georgia shores is apparent to careful ob- 
servers, although the population is so scattered that the 
inroads of the sea are not carefully noted. Rice planta- 
tions on the Carolina coasts have been losing land fifty 
years back, and porpoises and sharks now play where 
vegetation once flourished. 

Another section where the inroads of the sea have 
been very pronounced, is along the shores of Mississippi 
Sound. Pascagoula City, in Mississippi, is partly un- 
dermined. Lines of piling two and three feet deep, jet- 
ties and bulkheads keep the water back, but for all 
men can do the roots of the upland pine are seen bound 
together by the matted salt marsh sod, forerunner of the 
inundation that is surely, if gradually, coming.

As has been said, one part of the current that divides 
opposite Long Branch turns to the north.

Shark River, be- 
tween Avon and Belmar, opens into the sea, but such is 
the effect of the wind, waves and currents upon it that 
often the inlet is entirely closed for days at a time by 
a high bank of sand. This occurs when a northeasterly 
wind prevails. After the wind veers around to the west, 
the fishermen, with scoops and shovels, open the inlet 
up again. 

At Forked River cedar stumps are to be seen in the 
ocean’s bed 500 feet east of the shore line. Cedar will 
not grow in salt water, and the presence of the stumps 
so far out to sea shows what a wide strip of beach has 
been cut away by the waves. 

Long Beach shows evidences of having been wider 
than it is now, the loss having been on the ocean side, 
not the bay. On the south side of Barnegat Inlet, at the 
northern End of Long Beach, is the Barnegat lighthouse, 
around which many changes have taken place during the 
last fifty years. 

A lighthouse was built in 1834, but soon became un- 
tenable on account of the encroachment of the sea. In 
1858 the site of the present lighthouse was chosen. Then 
it was close to the wooded shore, but now it stands well 
out in the inlet. Barnegat Inlet, or New Inlet, as it is 


called in these latter days, has moved a considerable dis- 


tance within ‘the memory of man. It was formerly lo- 
cated several miles north of its present situation. 


torpedoes pure and simple. The Lalande, on the other 
hand, has no material connection with ship or shore, and 
is an actual submarine boat from which torpedoes can 
be discharged. She—that is to say. the boat proper—is 
about four feet in diameter, and is suspended at a depth 
of five feet below the float or upper portion of the con- 
trivance, which is rather more than two feet 
in diameter. The fore part of the boat is fur- 
nished with a torpedo tube, from which a White- 
head torpedo can be fired at the will of the operator on 
shore; in the center are her electric engines and their 
accumulators; while aft is the special apparatus which 


steers and, in fact, acts as the brain of the vessel, and 


maneuvers it in obedience to the various impulses passed 
down from the light poles which rise above the surface 
and serve as receivers for the Hertzian waves. They 
fulfill a further useful purpose in enabling the operator 
to observe and direct the course of the submarine. At 
night this is effected by means of small electric lamps, 
which are affixed to them and screened from all sides 
but the rear, and which can be switched on or off at will 
by means of the Hertzian waves. In fact, this wonder- 
ful craft can, it is said, matieuver just as well or better 
than if she had a crew on board. She may be seen, but 
it would be almost impossible to sink her or stop her, as 
she is protected by a thick cover of water and her float 
presents a most dificult and diminutive target. In 
short, she would be a most formidable engine for harbor 
defense, rendering the entry of a hostile ship extremely 
hazardous, if not impossible.”

BALLOONING BY RAIL. 

An Austrian engineer, Herr Balderauer of Salzburg 
has been experimenting with much success in the moun- 
tains near Salzburg with a novel balloon railway. 

It consists of a large captive balloon attached to a 
single steel rail, which, in turn, is fixed firmly to the 
side of a steep mountain, whose precipitous slopes no 
other form of railway could climb without making a 
series of serpentine detours and passing through tun- 
nels. 

The balloon remains balanced in the air about ten 
yards above the rail to which it is attached by a stout 
wire cable, and it is moved up and down the side of 
the mountain at the will of the engineer. 


For an ascent the balloon itself furnishes the lifting 


force by means of hydrogen: for the descent a large 


' reservoir attached to the balloon is filled with water 


at the highest station, and serves as “ballast.” 

Under the balloon is a circular car, seating ten per- 
sons. The wire cable from the balloon passes through 
the floor of the car to a speed regulator underneath, 
which is controlled by the engineer. 

Herr Balderauer has made dozens of ascents both alone 
and with the car filled with people, and has never had 
an accident.

It is important to plant nearly all bulbs, especially nar- 
cissi and lilies, as soon as they can be obtained, except- 
ing perhaps iris and gladioli, which can be planted at 
different times, even as late as June, to secure a succes- 
sion of blooms. No fertilizers except bone meal need be 


used, ammonia in any form being injurious to them. 


Narcissi, Chinese lilies and Roman hyacinths, if 
planted early, and kept moist in the fall, will bloom in 
January, closely followed by Alium Neopolitanum, scil- 
las and, if we have a shady spot, a few snowdrops, winter 
aconites and crocusses. These, however, do not always 
succeed well, March and April berald the most beautiful 


work during June will consist mainly in keeping the gar- 
den watered and taking care of it in a general way. 
This is the last month in which the bulbs of dahlias and 
gladiolus should be planted. 


Kéeping cut flowers for a considerable time is very easy 
at this season if a little care is taken.

season, Freesias, sparaxis, especially the scariet dwarf 
forms, and many of the beautiful race of old-fashioned 
daffodils, will constitute a most attractive feature in our 
gardens, followed by early gladioli, of which we now 
have a fine selection. 
Our native calochorti, or butterfly tulips should not be 
neglected. If we have reserved some gladioli for late 
planting, they will keep the bulb garden attractive till 
August. In September, the beautiful montbretias, of 
which we have many new and improved types, and the 
numerous varieties of Zephyranthes, will still keep up 
this floral procession. Last of all will be the late planted 
montbretias and antholyza, with the pink Amaryliis bel- 
ladonna, and a few late gladioli, the yellow sternbergias, 
and colchicums will bridge over the season till the early 
fall bulbs are again in bloom. We should include in our 
garden a few clumps of amarylilis. An effective bed can 
bé planted of Iris Hispanica and Iris Anglica, alternately 
mixed with the early white gladioli, and a few mont- 
bretias. This can be planted with pansies in the win- 
ter, and portulacca in the summer. 


Another beautiful combination would be a bed of late 
giadioli and montbretias, with an edging of zephranthes 
and the little yellow Sternbergia lutea, which woulé give 
us a lovely combination of flowers at a time when they 
are scarce. A good selection of daffodils and narcissi 
would afford us these old-fashioned flowers for four 
months in the spring. Emperor and Empress are with 
me the best late paper white narcissi, and N. princeps 
the best early variety. They are especially suited for a 
somewhat shaded location. 

Though not strictly bulbs, our garden should include a 
bed of the agaphanthus or blue African lily, mixed with 
hemorcallis or the day My, and a few Japanese iris. 
This bed should be a little below the level of the paths, 
as it must be kept moist during summer. A consider- 
able outlay will be necessary if we want enough bulbs for 
a start, but if we are prepared to wait, iris and giadioll

and leaving the tablets where they might prove danger- 
ous. 


Lime in the Garden. 


Common lime is hardty a plant food in the

These movements 


have grown stronger as the years have gone by, in spite 


of or because of the multiplication of other movements; 
but for a time they absorbed the energy of the lovers 
of their kind who were not attracted by the familiar 
charitable organizations or by politics. They gave an 
opportunity, also, for the expression of the American 


interest in private and voluntary organizations as dis- 
tinguished from public work, which was supposed to in- 
volve the odium attached to the politician. It was not 
long, however, before the contact with working people 
and the real facts of the life of the masses impressed 
upon the social servants the significance of public 
activities. There, consequently, followed important 
movements for democratic education and municipal re- 
form, which now constitute the chief factors in the 
training of the citizens. The expansion of the school 
curriculum, the multiplication of facilities in the school- 
house, the extension of education to adults and to peo- 
ple engaged in wage-earning occupations, are all com- 
prehended within the decade just closing. Nature study, 
manual training, art in the pubile schools, in decora- 
tion and instruction, gymnasiums, baths and play- 
grounds, vacation schools, free lectures—these are now 


familiar terms. 
Girls and boys of St. Louis are given practical in- 
struction in gardening through the Junior School of 
Horticulture of the Missouri Botanical Garden. The 
school is divided into classes of convenient size of boys 
and girls, each class meeting once a week. The children 
are permitted to sell their own products, and in this 
way many of them will earn pocket money for vacation 
time. This school has been in existence for several 
years, and is of great value to the children of the city, 
who practically would know nothing of nature as coun- 
try children know it, were it not for the opportunity thus 


afforded. 

In Texas the school-garden idea has had greater dif- 
ficulty in obtaining popular approval and support, per- 
haps, than in most other sections of the country, pos- 


jority, being but a short time removed from the cattle 
range, have not developed any high degree of esthetic 
taste.

ROCTOR, derived from the Latin procurator, sig- 
nifies one who acts for another, or takes care of his 
interests. Other forms are Procter and Prockter. 
From the same root we have Provost, and its abbrevi- 
ated form Provis, also Page, Porter, Portman and the 
like. 
The word Proctor is used in three senses. A particular 
kind of university official; a representative of the clergy 
in convocation, and a practitioner in the ecclesiastical 
and admiralty courts. 
The Proctors regard Yorkshire, England, as one cradle 


of the family. In the city of York the following inscrip-

FORMER FIRES IN “FRISCO.”’ 


A SERIES OF DISASTROUS CONFLAGRATIONS Nor 
CAUSED By EARTHQUAKES. 


By a Special Contributor. 


In its earliest history San Francisco was swept by 2 
series of fires, almost as disastrous as the recent con- 
flagration, in proportion to its size and wealth at those 
periods. These were not caused by earthquakes, but, 
two of them, it is known, were caused by the torch of 
incendiaries, and one of these was the most disastrous 
of all. On Christmas Eve, 1849, occurred the first of the 
series which in succession devastated the city, and 
from which wholesale destruction it rose immediately, 
better built than formerly. The first fire swept nearly 
all the buildings between Clay and Washington streets, 
on, the south and north, and between Kearny and Mont- 
gomery streets on the east and west. This comprised 
about sixty houses, including the Hall of Justice, and 
the principal hotels, restaurants, business houses, and 
a number of gambling “palaces,” which could well be 
spared. The loss was about $1,500,000. The town had 
been built with haste, and of combustible material. 
Clay and Montgomery streets were the center of the dry- 
goods trade, and Commercial street, from Kearny to the 
water line, on Sansome, was “peddiers’ avenue,” the 


“Cheap John” district. The town extended from Bush 
to Broadway, and on the north side were manufactories. 
The life of the town centered around the plaza, where 
were the gaming-houses, saloons, and all kings of stores. 
The City Hall was on the corner of Kearny and Pacific 
streets, as were also the jail and the Courthouse. At 
the foot of Telegraph Hill, on Montgomery street, was 
“Bidney Town,” so-called from the convicts who came 
from Sydney, Australia. Some of them lived in a 
“cove” at the base of the hill, where they stowed away 
their stolen plunder, after looting at the fires. “Sidney 
Town” was succeeded by the modern “Barbary Coast,” 


which was recently purified by fire. West of Sydney 


| Town, on Vallejo, was “Little Chile.” and the bull- 


ring,” where bulifights were held on Sundays—admis- 
sion, $5. The French colony was on Jackson street, 
near Clark's Point. “Chinatown” was small, and the 
few pigtails hibernated on Sacramento, near Dupont. 
At this time, there were white families living in the 
space between Dupont and Kearny. “Nob Hil!” resi- 
dences were on Stockton street, reaching from Sacra- 
mento to Green. This was the fashionable promenade of 
the town. Chinese restaurants charged $1 a meal. 
Others, charged all they could get—usually $5 for a steak, 
chop and “trimmings.” Rooms rented at from $25 to 
$100 a week; stores, from $1000 to $10,000 a month; 
and eggs sold at 50 cents each, and were not guaranteed. 


Such was San Francisco when visited by its first de- 
structive fire. There was no communication with the 
“outside world,” and, of course, provisions were costly. 
From the above prices they naturally arose to robbery 
prices. 

Within a month the débris had been removed, and the 
town partly rebuilt. 

The second great fire occurred on May 4, 1850. It 
continued seven hours, and destroyed 700 houses, the 
loss being about $4,000,000. The burnt district com- 
prised the three blocks between Montgomery and Du- 
pont, bounded by Jackson and Clay, and the north and 
east sides of the Plaza, or Portsmouth Square. This 
included the entire business section, or the most impor- 
tant pert. The water supply was insufficient, and the 
fre could not be checked. 

The ploneers were not disheartened, but within a 
month half of the town was rebuilt. They also sunk 
wells against future dangers from fire; but these proved 
of little benefit, for on June 14 following there was an- 
other-fire, which swept the district between Clay and 
California from eKarny to the water line. Three hun- 
dred houses were burned, and the loss was estimated 
at $2,500,000. The people now decided to bulld with 
bricks and stone, and from this period more substantial 
houses were erected. 


Within three months, or on September 17, when the 
town had only partially recovered, it was swept by an- 
other conflagration. The burned district this time in- 
cluded Dupont and Montgomery and Washington and 
Pacific streets, comprising about 150 houses. Many of

up to the memorable 18th of April, fifty-five 

years later, occurred on May 3, 1851. It was the work of 
an incendiary, a member of the then aotorious “Jack” 
ards A strong northeast wind was blowing, 
and after the bulldings were swept from the south side 
of the Plaza, the flames leaped across Kearny street, 
thence Per the roofs to Montgomery, in whirling circles, 
and burned everything to the water line, now extended 
to Battery street, which checked its further progress, 
as did Van Ness avenue in the recent fire. At the water 


The fire raged for 
ten hours, and there was nothing left but the outskirts 
of the town. The district burned over was that be- 
tween Pine on the south, Pacific on the north, and 
Kearny on the west, to the bay. The town was a mass 
of ruins, only a few blistering walls standing to mark 
where it once stood. The district comprised about 
twenty blocks, on which were 1500 houses. Only seven- 
teen houses that were attacked by fire escaped. Of the 
five dally newspapers, only the Alta escaped. The loss 
was about $12,000,000. About twenty lives were lost, and 
many people were injured. 


and more substantial structures were put up. But 
these were scarcely under way when still another con- 
flagration visited the severely-stricken city, the follow- 
ing month. About 400 houses, mostly “rookeries,” went 
up in flames. These were in che district between Clay 
and Broadway and Powell and Sansome streets. The 
loss was estimated at $2,000,000. 

Thus, it will be seen, San Francisco has suffered se- 
verely by fires. The sufferings of the people must have 
been great, as there were no railroads by which sup- 
plies and relief could be brought from a distance, and 
steamers were few and slow. Furthermore, the country 
was very thickly populated, and its resources were taxed 
to the utmost. “Starvation prices” prevailed before the 
fires,.which paralyzed business and increased prices al- 
most beyond reasonable limits. 

The city, almost completely destroyed for the fourth, 
or even the fifth time, arose greater and more solidly 
built than before each devastation, will again rise from 


its blackened ruins to be the grandest and prettiest city 
on this continent.

Southern California as I did, in 1876, and being a farmer 
for many years, I have kept in touch with the agricultu- 
ral interests of this section of the State. Hence I feel 
like writing you at this time because of this late rain. 
It has no doubt done some harm, how much depends 
upon us. I believe that with this late rain and the fogs 


that will follow during the summer months, our farmers 


can raise another large and most excellent crop of hay 
on the ground where the hay is now cut. I would sug- 
gent that the ground be only chiseled, not plowed, but 
jet broken enough to cover the grain. This plan would 
entail no extra rent charges, and only the cost of the 


seed. Large crops of pumpkins or citrons could be yet 


harvested from this ground if planted instead of hay.”

HE AMERICAN CULTIVATOR is the author of a 

statement to the effect that the “American Society of 
Equity” has been victimized by its chief promoter. who 
has failed and disappeared. This society has attracted 
a great deal of notice in the Middle West for two 
vers, being a farmers’ organization for the »urpose of 
holding back farm supplies till the consumers are driven 
to pay the price set by the officers. Just now it is hold- 
ing back potatoes. Many of my early-time friends are 
in this scheme, and I am sorry that they have held back 
their judement erd intelligence along with their crops. 
In discussing their programme with one of the Illinois 
members, I was accused of treason to the farmers for not 
indorsing the plan. The attitude of even a sub-editor of 
one of our greatest magazines (The Times) is not rele- 
vant only as a principle is exposed. No one more than I, 
according to his light and his capacity, has more per- 
sistently advocated cohperation among the farmers, but 
that advocated has not consisted in advising them to 
pungle up $2 per annum for the privilege of wild-catting 
a starvation scheme upon the farmers to bring the spud- 
users to terms.

| WI have noted the statement that early tomatoes

and expect other than very poor results. Then why grow 
this plant, whose juicy foliage and fruit demand plainly 
the best of plant foods? We can understand why a re- 
cent writer discouraged the manuring of tomato vines, 
because “the growth of vine was great, while the fruit 


stable manure is exceedingly rich in nitrogen, but is not 
supplied in proportion with potash and phosphoric acid.

Expert chemists have made the statement that in ten 
tons of fruit, with its vines (about four tons,) there 
would be contained fifty-seven pounds of nitrogen, sixteen 
of phosphoric acid, and ninety-four of potash. From this

Starting Field Onions. 
HERE are two methods of applying water to onions 
—by flooding and by furrows. Some men object to 

flooding, but the writer has no objection to charge 

against it so long as it is done in the right manner. 
flooding ground, it may be laid off in beds from ten 
fifteen, and even twenty feet in width and ten rods long. 
| The size of the beds will be governed by the water sup- 
ply. The beds should be level, and it is better to have 
them level lengthwise, and they may have a slight in- 
cline. If the beds are level lengthwise the soil can be 
wet to any desired depth. Water may be turned on till 
it stands an inch deep all over the bed, which would be 
| equivalent to a rainfall of one and one-half to two inches, 
or it may be turned on to a depth of six inches according 
to the requirements of the case. If the bed has an in- 

_eline, the lower end should be left open, allowing thé 

| water to pass off, else that end will receive a great ‘eal 


more water and the ground will become packed. 

The soi] should have moisture enough at the time of 
planting to germinate the seed. If the ground contains 
an abundance of water when the seed is sown, it may not 
| be necessary to irrigate for a month after the plants are 
up, but the proper time to apply the water must be gov- 
erned by each individual case. The first application of

water in the spring should be light, as the soi] is then 


loose and absorbs water much more rapidly than it does 
later in the season. As soon after irrigation as the sol! 
becomes dry, and before it has had time to bake, it 
should be run over with the wheel hoe, just skimming 
the surface, followed by the cultivator teeth. it then 
lies in this condition until dry enough to require an- 


other irrigation, and so on through the season. Thies 


leaves the soil loose and mellow after each irrigation, 
and thoroughly exposed to the chemical action of the at- 
_ mosphere, During the heat of the season the crop will 
| need irrigation once a week, and sometimes twice, de- 
| pending a great deal upon the character of the soil. To- 
ward the latter part of the season it is unnecessary to be 
so particular about stirring the soll after each irrigation.

Aftermath of “The Jungle.” 


HE disclosures made by Upton Sinclair in “The 

Jungle” have had their effect. During the past cou- 

ple of weeks, the papers have published columns of 
telegraphic dispatches, on the results of the horrible ex- 
posures made by the author, in his book, and of subse- 
quent investigations, The Times was the frst publica- 
tlon—in this department—to call attention, locally, to 
Sinclair's story. The publishers of the book are Double- 
day, Page & Co., one of the leading and most conserva- 
tive pubiishing houses of the United States, who issue 
what is probably the handsomest publication in the 
world, namely, “Country Life in America,” also the 
“Garden Magazine” and the World's Work.” In a leaf- 
let, sent out by them, the publishers say: 

“We refused to publish the book until we had sent an 
able lawyer with some special knowledge of the subject 
to investigate its overwhelming indictment of existing 
conditions. 

“Though he started incredulous, his report said: 

“ ‘Sinclair's book, “The Jungle,” is true in every ma- 
terial respect. Indeed, in several instances, I am con- 
vinced that he has not by any means told the worst.“ 

It is said that the sales of this book, up to the end of 
May, amounted to over 130,000 copies. 

As previously stated, it was in consequence of the de- 
tails given in this book, and of a subsequent interview 
between the author and the President, that Roosevelt had 
the Secretary of the Agricultural Department appoint a 
committee to investigate. As their coming was heralded 
for several weeks, it goes without saying that they did 
not see much that they were not wanted to gee. The 
President was not satisfied with this commission, so he 
sent his close personal friend, J. B. Reynolds, a promi- 
nent social worker, and a man of means, in company 
with Charles P. Neill, Commissioner of Labor, on a 
purely personal inspection tour. It is announced that 
the report of this committee is to be sent to Congress by 
the President on Monday, June 4—a week before these 
lines are in the hands of the readers. It should be re- 
membered tnat the public attention drawn to these hor- 
rible conditions has, of tourse, caused the packing people 
to do some cleaning up, so that it is not to be presumed 
that the report of the latest commission will tell any- 
thing like the whole story. 

Among facts that have come out, since the publication 
of the “Jungle” are that Armour & Co. paid one chemist 
$70,000 for testifying in rerard to the embalmed beef 
served to troops during the Spanish War; also that Ar- 
mour alone spent $1,000,000 in getting out of this scandal. 
A New York man tells how he ode found the little finger 
of a child in a can of corned beef. Hogs infected by 
cholera, scrofula, trichina and other diseases were re- 
served for the use of Americans, and especially Chicago 
people, as it was known that the intelligent foreigner 
would not accept such filthy food. 

Health Commissioner Whalen appears to be an ideal 
kind of man—for the packing-house proprietors. He 
says he would not accept a commission to investigate the

As to the local end of the business, Dr. Powers, the 
Los Angeles city health officer, states that meat of dis- 
eased animals is sold in Los Angeles, and that it does not 
bear the stamp of government inspection. He says that 
dairymen’s herds are watched by certain butchers, and 
that when a cow is sick, and ts not likely to recover? 
these people offer the dairymen a smal) sum for it. Like 
others, Dr. Powers recommends, as one of the best reme- 
dies, a public abattoir, such as they have in Europe, and 
in some American cities, where all cattle are inspected 
before they are killed. This is a good idea, but it would 
not be sufficient, unless an absolutely strict and consci- 
entious inspection is inforced. 

It should be remembered what a great temptation 
there is for these packers to utilize animals they have 
purchased, even though they may be found to be diseased. 
An employé of a packing-house was quoted, some months 
ago, as stating that, if all diseased animals were con- 
demned, the price of meat would go up to over $1 a 
pound. There cannot be the slightest doubt that many 
thousands of deaths, occurring in this country every 
year, may be traced directly to the consumption of the 
poisonous products of the Chicago and other packing- 
houses. 


One result of these disclosures will undoubtedly be to 
cause many people to give up the flesh of animals, ag 
food, either in whole, or in part. In fact, it may safely 
be said that Upton Sinclair has done more for the cause 
of vegetarianism than all the hygienic publications of the 
world combined. One woman writes to the editor from 
Bakersfield, in regard to the review of Sinclair's book: 
“This is one family that is permanently cured of the 
canned-goods habit.” Many people will learn that by 
avoiding flesh food they may not only have much more 
endurance and health, but may also recover much more 
rapidly from wounds, and live longer and more useful 
livese—that is to say, if they wisely choose their dietary, 
for a non-flesh dietary may be very far from health- 
producing. 

Even what we call healthy flesh foods are objection- 
able, because, in the healthiest animals, there is a con- 
siderable amount of uric acid and other toxic products, 
which tend to produce rheumatism, and to shorten lite. 
Among animals kept in unnatural conditions of domes- 
ticity, it is safe to say that the proportion of thoroughly 
healthy animals is not much greater than that of thor- 
oughly healthy human beings, living under like unnatu- 
ral conditions. Perhaps 1 per cent. would be a high pro- 
portion in either case. 

If you must—or think you must—have flesh food, at 
least see that your supply is as free as possible from 
disease, and therefore as little harmful as flesh food 
may be. It is dificult for people living in cities to be 
sure of the source of their supply of cattle and sheep. 
The hog should be avoided altogether, for even under the 
most favorable conditions—when fed and housed in a 
cleanly manner—pork is a dangerous and disease-produc- 
ing food. Even healthy cattle, when submitted to the 
frequent tortures of long, exhausting railroad rides, 
without water, and the kicking and brutal pounding by 
heartless men on the road, and in the stockyards, are 
almost always in a more or less feverish condition, when 
killed, and the consumers of their flesh pay, to some ex- 
tent, the penalty of these cruelties, inflicted upon an un- 
offending animal. 

There remain, as animal foods that are comparatively 
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packers, because all investigators are radicals, and onlg 
foment trouble. He has one inspector at the yards cov- 
ering 700 acres, who watches the packers all the time, 
and says that the inspection of meat is the government's 
business, 

Whalen further said: 

“No scientists have yet proved that human beings are 
infected by eating such meat, to my satisfaction. There 
may be some doubt, but if so it is not sufficient to re- 
move the important commercial consideration of a loss 
of several million dollars’ worth of meat annually. 

“It may be true that Europe gets the first choice of 
beef, America, the second and Chicago the refuse. If so, 
it is the fault of the government inspectors. It is true 
that the stockyards are not perfect, and that better san- 
itation can be had, but do you expect us to dynamite 700 
acres of buildings just to suit the radicals?” 

Whalen recently recommended that the city allow the 
sale of meat from lumpy-jaw cattle, provided the in- 
fected portion be cut out. 

This precious “health commissioner” is also quoted as 
saying: 

“It would. be folly to destroy $3,000,000 worth of meat 
annually just to sult long-haired cranks. The meat can 
be eaten and that much money saved without harming 
anybody. Under my administration the packers have 
saved more money than ever before, as they have been 
able to sell meat cheaper, I am not going to change my 
methods to please senseless agitators.” 

How does this strike you? 

It was stated that the packers were ready and even 
eager for a bill that would soothe the public mind, but 
now they are stated to be fighting, because they object | 
to paying the cost of inspection.. The President threat 
ened that if they were not reasonable he would publish | 
the full report in his possession. As stated above, the 
report is to be published. 

One incident of this affair is the reported collapse of 
Nelson Morris, a prominent packer. Sympathy would be 
wasted on him, or his likes. It is incredible that he 
should not be aware of the conditions prevailing in his 
packing-house. If he was. that is no excuse. He has 


clean, wild game of all kinds, fish, that don't feed around 
sewer outfalls and similar localities, and poultry, that 
you have raised yourself. The hen is even a greater 
scavenger than the hog. Furthermore, a packing-yard 
employé states that fowls are kept nine months in cold 
storage, and that it is impracticable to draw out the en- 
trails, before freezing them. A choice sort of food, this, 
surely. But then, these meat packers, and all connected 
with them, become so thoroughly inured to filthy habits, 
that they grow to be mentally blind to things that hor- 
rify those on the outside. They might at least exercise 
some care in regard to the people that occasionally fall 
into their steaming vats, and are worked up into lard, 
and other products. They should at least be compelled 
to see that all employés who are liable to these little 
accidents are compelled to take an external and internal 
bath, before going to work each day. 

Sinclair has done a great and good work in this novel— 
surely enough a “problem” novel. A novel that hits the 
public taste has vastly more influence than miles of 
prosy editorials. For instance, look at the abuses that 
were remedied by Charles Dickens, such as imprisonment 
for debt, red tape in chancery cases and Ill treatment of 
boys in boarding schools. A story, a parable or a poem 
is the best means of reaching the heart of the people. 
The man was wise who declared that if he were allowed 
to write the songs of the people he cared not who made 
the laws. Jesus of Nazareth understood this, and gave a 
greater part of His teaching by means of parables.

The Earthquake Cure. 


— remedies now recommended? “San Fran- 
cisco reports,” says a contemporary, “that a number of 
persons who suffered from various ailments previously to 
the earthquake and fire in that city find themselves com- 
pletely cured. One paralytic, who for fifteen years had 
been crippled by his disease, is now ‘entirely cured,’ and 
numerous other recoveries have been recorded.” This is 
in line with the well-known fact that many persons who 
had been bedridden for years and supposedly unable to 
walk, have hobbled downstairs at a lively gait, when 
their residence was on fire. It is due to mental shock, or 
suggestion—rather a powerful suggestion, in such cases. 

Earthquakes appear also to be useful in politics, as 
well as in hygiene. A dispatch from the island of Mar- 
tinique recently stated that, following a severe earth- 
quake shock, the political disturbance had completely 
subsided. What a pity we can’t have a moderate earth- 
quake in Washington, occasionally—just enough to “sug- 
gest” something to the honorable legislators, without 
damaging the buildings.

Bad Suggestions. 
RECENT dispatch from Wilkesbarre, Penn., read as 
follows: 

“The death in Hazelton Hospital, last night, of Corne- 
lius Bredbenner verified a prophecy made forty-five years 
ago by a fortune teller. 

“Brédbenner, when about to march with his regiment 
to the Civil War, asked the fortune teller to forecast his 
life. He was told he would live to be 64 years of age. 
Two weeks ago he injured his leg. Blood poisoning set 
in, and he went to the hospital. His death came on his 
64th birthday.” 

Merely a coincidence, although the bad suggestion 
given him by the fortune teller thay have tended to 
cause his death, for we know that thoughts will some- 
times kill. Hence, we should be careful about strewing 
bad suggestions around, such as telling a friend how 
bad he looks, and so forth. A pessimist is a poisoner. 

A recent dispatch from Chicago told of a “prophetess,” 
who had been predicting disaster and wholesale death. 
“Beware of June 29, was the danger signal that the 
woman displayed. “The earth will now be visited by a 
supreme upheaval. Earthquake shocks which began 
January 6 will continue during the year. June 29 the 
culmination of the moet dangerous position of the plan- 
ets relative to the earth is to occur. There will be fire, 
wdr, death and assassination. In opposition to the earth 
at the same time, the sun and Mars and Neptune will 
cause oceanic disturbance, resulting in shipwreck and 
disaster. We are entering upon an era of misfortune. 
Conditions on our little planet are the most appalling of 
any existing in all peopled worlds of the unbounded uni- 
verse.” 

A cheerful sort of suggestion, this, isn’t it? Especially 
to people who are constitutionally nervous, and always 
more or less depressed by the demon Fear. Such people 
as this “prophetess” are a menace to society. They are 
more dangerous than an outbreak of smallpox, and 
should be suppressed. It is, of course, true that, when 
several of the planets are in line with the earth and the 
sun, they are apt to cause atmospheric disturbances, per- 
haps with floods and hurricanes, but that they have any 
influence whatever upon fires, and wars, and death, and 
assassination, is something that belongs to the realm of 
astrology, and astrdlogy. is as widely different from 
astronomy as Christian Science is from the science of 
Haeckel. 

In a Los Angeles resort, the editor heard several men 
discussing the outgiving of the seeress. One of them, 
who apparently took the predictions quite seriously, was 
wondering where people might go to be safe. If the edi- 
tor might be allowed to express an opinion, he would 
suggest that the only safe plan to escape such far-reach- 
ing calamities, would be to get off the earth. 

Again, there are the bad suggestions contained in medi- 
cal advertisements—advertisements of “specialists,” and 
patent medicines. Dr Parkyn, who has been running a 
series of articles on “Disastrous Newspaper Suggestions,” 
in his magazine, Suggestion, says he has been consulted 
by hundreds of people, and has received letters from hun- 
dreds of others, who have been made semi-invalids, from 
reading advertisements of kidney-cure patent medicines. 
The same may be sald of other diseases. No ordinary 
man, who has made no study of the laws of health—and

Indeed, no man in ordinary good health is ever free from 
some One or more of the unimportant symptoms included 
in the list. By brooding over such advertisements which 
stare the reader in the face, day after day, in almost ev-

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JACK DUNN'S THREE ORPHANS. 

By some means three mén of a Wisconsin regiment 
that had been ordered home to be discharged, the fall of 
1864. were left behind at Cairo by the train, which drew 
out ahead of time. They had no money and few rations. 
Kindly trainmen carried them to Chicago, where they 
spent a very hungry day hunting in vain for transporta- 
tion. In the evening. much hungrier, they went to the 
Northwestern station and had a talk with the conductor 
of the night train for Green Bay. He believed the story 
of the youngsters, told them to board his train—that he 
never collected fares from strapped soldiers—and then 
he conducted the hungry squad to the lunch counter. 
The counter needed replenishing, when their first meal in 
forty-eight hours was over. The conductor footed the 
bill. 

That was one of the many times that big-hearted Jack 
Dunn,*the Northwestern conductor, had befriended 
stranded soldiers homeward-bound. When the train 
reached Milton Junction, Conductor Dunn said to the 
agent: “Tell the conductor of the Madison train that 
these three lads are my orphans, and that I want him 
to let them ride to the Four Lake City at my expense.” 

That's all right; Jack Dunn’s orphans can ride with 
me,” said the new conductor, adding: “I have carried 
enough of them to make a regiment.” 

It was 2 in the morning when the train reached Madi- 
son. An abandoned storeroom was a good enough hotel 
for the three tired, sleepy, penniless young men. Wrap- 
ped in their blankets, with canteens for pillows, they 
slept until a climbing sun pried open their eyes. 

Their troubles were over. The regiment was paid off 
that day, and the next day they started for Lancaster, 
Grant county, their home. 

The three Jack Dunn orphans were Privates H. Clay 
Evans, C. H. Baxter and Adolph Nathan. 

Baxter went to the front again, that time in the regi- 
ment commanded by the late Gen. George C. Ginty. 
After the war, he was clerk in a country store, became 
the lec ing merchant of his county, served in both 
branches of the Wisconsin Legislature, was a prominent 
candidate for Governor in 1896, and stil] resides at Lan- 
caster. 

Private Adolph Nathan went to Chicago, many years 
ago, where he became a millionaire merchant. 

Private Evans was in the employ of the quartermas- 
ter’s department at Chatfanooga, after the war, and had 
a part in disposing of many millions of dollars’ worth 
of government stores that had been accumulating ever 
since Gen. Rosecrans and his large army reached there 
in 1863. That done, he decided to make Chattanooga his 
home. For thirty years he has been foremost among the 
thrifty manufacturers of that Southern city famous in 
war and as an industrial center. He is well known to 
people in general as Congressman, candidate for Vice-
